coming queen take place? Who was the first homecoming 
queen to reign over the alumni activities? These often are 


the questions of the students, 
tivities are. here. 

It all started in 1947 when the 
popular event at the junior college 
was revived, with Alpha Gamma 
Sigma sponsoring the first Home- 
coming day. Events consisted of an 
assembly at which sophomore Na- 
dine Conger was crowned home- 
coming queen to reign during the 
day, a downtown parade of junior 
college floats, an alumni dinner, a 
football game with Menlo college 
and a big homecoming dance. At- 
tendants of the queen were: Bar- 
bara Timmins, Margaret Melrose, 
Honey Harris and Geneva Bottian. 

In 1948, Queen Carolyn Harris, 
aided by her court of four campus 
beauties, Karen Hansen, Betty War- 
ren, Dorothy Curtis and Janice 
Lund, reigned over the homecom- 
ing activities. 

Parade Preceded Game 

The ‘parade, one of the largest 
ever, preceded the gridiron clash 
between San Francisco's City Col- 
lege Rams and the Panthers. 
Hartnell A&M received the Good- 
friend perpetual trophy for the best 
float, while Ed Dysle garnered the 
Sproles alumni trophy for most 
valuable player. Dancing culmin- 
ated the events of the day. 

Queen Carol Storment was 
crowned homecoming queen in 
1949. She ruled over the parade, 
game, barbecue and dance. Awards 
were presented to Hartnell A&M 
for its parade -float, and to Bill 
Whited as the outstanding player 
of the Hartnell-S.F.C.C. football 
game, which $.F.C.C. won, 15-12. 

In 1950, Queen Ida Garcia, aided 
by her court, reigned over the fes- 
tivities. A parade and barbecue pre- 
ceded the gridiron clash between 
the Panthers and + Menlo’s Oaks. 
“Ye olde Gaboon” returned to Hart- 
nell as a result of a 27-7 win by the 
Panthers. 

Attendants were: Deon Dyer, 
Phyllis Butters, Lucy Papac and 
Judy Beck. 

Mary Gray Reigned 

In 1951, Alpha Gamma Sigma 
sponsored the homecoming activi- 
ties. Queen Mary Gray reigned 
supreme over the day's events. The 
queen’s first official duty was the 
opening of the “new” student 
lounge. Chicken dinner at Berdell’s 
and Hartnell-San Jose State Frosh 
football game highlighted the 
homecoming activities.

We here at the Panther Sentinel consider it our duty to criticize when 
we feel criticism is necessary. We do not blame anyone for honest mis- 
takes; however, when mistakes result from carelessness, lack of planning 
and organization and just plain stupidity, then we start swinging and 
let the blows fall where they may. 

This homecoming queen election has been the most mishandled event 
of the college year. From the beginning of the year the peoples responsi- 
ble for this event knew the date of the homecoming game. Did they start 
planning accordingly? They did not. They waited until Tuesday before 
they started making plans, and then nothing was decided. 

As a result of this fiasco, handled by a bunch of seemingly incompe- 
tent persons, the Panther Sentinel’s reporters, in trying to fine someone 
who might know something about election plans, were shunted from 
“person to person, each of whom said, in effect, “I don’t know nothing.” 

Tuesday was our press day. On this day, two days before the election, 
we could not get even a semblance of a story on the homecoming queen 
crowning and program — integral parts of an event which certainly may 
be considered one of the most important happenings of the fall semes- 
ter. 

The complete lack of responsibility shown by a certain campus organ- 
ization and its officers cannot be dealt with at this point. We can only 
hope that in the future college events will be handled by persons who 
not only know how to schedule and organize in such a way that they 
will not be trying to make plans for an election two days before it 
occurs, but also by people who are willing to expend a little effort 
and have the ability to do a job, which is their responsibility.

To Biology Department

The biology department of Hartnell has had an increase 
of about 500 students with the addition of the health educa- 
tion classes to the department programs. 


The classes were previously a part of the physical educa- 


tion. department, but this year it 
was changed to the biology depart- 
ment. 


The biological sciences are those 
dealing with living things, and are 
divided into two major sections. 
zoology and botany. Zoology is the 
study of animals and botany is the 
study of plants. : 


Three Are Teaching : 


The persons who teach these 
courses are Mr, Wilbert J. Robin- 
son, Dr. Howard Feder and Mr. 
James Wilson. 

Mr. Robinson, senior member of 
the department, teaches nature 
study, a general study of plants and 
animals, botany, and entomology, a 
specialized study of insects. He re- 
ceived his bachelor of arts degree 
from San Jose and his master’s 
degree and general secondary 
teaching credential from Stanford. 
He also teaches a natural science 
class with Mr. Puck. 


Dr. Feder teaches zoology, human 
anatomy, general biology. He re- 
ceived his bachelor’s and master’s 
degrees from UCLA and his doc- 
torate from Stanford. 

Studying for Doctorate 

Mr. Wilson teaches the health 
education classes and next semester 
will teach physiology and_ bac- 
teriology. He received his bachelors 
degree from the University of 
Illinois and his masetrs degree from 
Iowa State college, and is working 
on his doctorate in microbiology at 
Stanford. 

The biological science courses at 
Hartnell are designed for all groups, 
the nonscience major who wants to 
complete his science requirements 
with a minimum of laboratory 


work, and those who desire more 
specialized work. 

Hartnell has the only entomology 
course in California that is trans- 
ferrable to the state university.
